Gainesville, Ga., January 24.—(Special.) 
At 10 o'clock tonight the jury in the case 
of Thomas L, Bryson, charged with the 
shooting of Si Smith in the Hall county 
jail, returned the following verdict: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, 
Thomas L. Bryson, not guilty.’ 

The cases against ‘Mark Bell, Henry 
Lowry, Charley Tanner and OMe Bell, 
the other alleged members of the mob, 
were nol prossed. 


The Day’s Proceedings. 


When court convened this morning 
a number of witnesses in the Bryson case 
were, reintroduced, ‘but none of these 
brought out any material facts concern- 
ing Bryson’s connection with the crime. 

Ben Sims, marshal of Maysville, was 
put on the stand by the state to prove 
that there had never been any conversa- 
tion between Taylor Hamilton and Detec- 
tive Looney, of Atlanta, who worked up 
the case against the alleged lynchers. 
After Sims came off the stand Hamilton 
was recalled and asked by the defense 
if he didn’t tell Ben Sims that he would 
get $100 for swearing that Bryson and 
the others indicted were guilty of the 
crime. He denied having any conversa- 
tion with Sims about it. Sims was again 
recalled after Hamilton went down and 
was asked by the defense if Taylor Ham- 
itton didn’t ask him on the day of his 
arrest if Looney was a man of his word 
and would he do what he gaid he would 
do. Sims said that he did. He was then 
asked if Taylor Hamilton didn’t then say 
to Aim that he would get $100 for what 
he was doing. He replied affirmatively. 
Sims then came down. 

One or two other witnesses were then 
put up, after which the state and the de- 
fense rested. The defense asked.for a 
short conference. 

Attorney Howard Thompson then an- 
nounced that there would be three 
speeches for the defense, Colone] H. P. 
Bell to open. Solocitor Charters stated 
that only two speeches would be made 
for the state, one by Judge J. B. Jones 
and one by himself, that to be the con- 
cluding argument. 

Colonel Hiram P. Bell opened for the 
defense, speaking about forty minutes. 
His speech was a strong one and ‘was 
delivered in his characteristic way. The 
venerable jurist presented a striking ap- 
pearance as he argued in behalf of his 
client, and presented the case from his 
point of view. 

Judge J. B. Jones, of Toccoa, who was 
engaged by the relatives of Smith to 
assist Solicitor Charters in the prosecu- 
tlon, next appeared, making a most ex- 
cellent speech. He occupied the close at- 
tention of the spectators and jury as he 
delivered his speech on behalf of the 
State, ae 

Colonel H. H. Perry. of Gainesville, 
one of the brainiest lawyers in the state, 
followed Judge Jones in behalf of the de- 
fense. He reviewed the case in its va- 
rious details and argued that the jury 
would find it impossible to convict Bry- 
ps0n upon the evidence brought out on 
the trial. : 

Colonel Howard Thompson made the 
principal speech for the defense. He oc- 
cupied more time than those who had 
preceded him, taking up the statement 
of Hamilton and all other testimony thai 
had been introduced by the prosecution. 
He made an eloquent piea for the defend- 
ant and declared that it wouid be impos- 
sible for the jury to find a verdict of 
Guilty on the evidence of Hamilton, who 
Was denounced by people who had Known 
him tor years as a common liar and 
scoundrel who only associated with the 
lowest element on the face of the earth.

It has been many vears since the re- 
publican newspapers have been as pro- 
foundly interested in the movements 
and statements of a democratic leader 
as they are in those’of Mr. Bryan.

The fact alone is sufficient to warrant the 
continuance of our present law and rules, with 
perhaps a few changes. It has been repeatedly 
demonstrated that imparted pests are the most 
dangerous. Insects transported from one coun- 
try to another find themselves under the ener- 
sizing influence of new environments and ate 
supplied with less resistant host plants, and 
suddenly separated from their parasitic and 
predaceous enemies as they usually are, they 
develop to excessive fecundity and destructive- 
ness; while in their origina! homes where their 
food plants are more resistant by inheritance 
and where their natural enemies predominate, 
they may not have attracted attention at all. 
Insects are thus brought into prominence that 
were never known before. We have only to 
witness the San Jose scale, probably the worst 
pest with which the fruit growers now have to 
contend. Until it was discovered in California 
some twenty years ago it had never been 
known before.

It 
was of so little importance in ‘Japan, its prob- 
ably original home, that it was not brozght to 
notice. After its introduction into California 
it made rapid strides toward the east, sweeping 
away thousands of fruit trees with it, until it 
has become a terror to the fruit growers and 
nurserymen throughout the United States and 
Canada. Quarantine regulations against in- 
sects liable to be imported into this country 
properly belong to the federal government, but 
since we have not such protection from that 
source our state law serves to exclude such im- 
portations from the pounds of this state to a 
considerable degree. 

I might say just here, by way of parenthesis, 
that a federal bill was introduced into con- 
gress December 4, 1898, providing for rules 
and regulations governing the importation of 
nursery stéck and for the inspection of nur- 
sery stock grown within the United States, 
which become subjects of interstate commerce. 


This bill is of very great importance, as it pro- |

vides for uniform régulations governing 
transportation of plants in interstate com- 
merce and for quarantine regulations against 
dangerous insects liable to be introduced into 


this country, and I think it deserves the sup- | 


port of our senators and representatives. I am 
pleased to report that our law has worked ad- 
mirably and has met with very little opposi- 
tion in its enforcement.

As a rule, we have had the hearty 
co-operation of the fruit growers and nursery- 
men of the state, which fact has enabled us 
to push the work of combatting the orchard 
pests with striking success.

1898 my first aim was to determine the ex- 
tent of the spread of the San Jose scale over 
the state, and nearly the whole year was 
spent in the field among the fruit growers and 
nurserymen. Most of the state, particularly 
the fruit growing sections, was covered. This 
inspection work is still kept up from time to 
time and occasionally a new infested locality 
is brought to light. Our records now show 
cases of scale, ranging from small prem- 
ises of a few hundr@i trees to orchards of 
50,000 trees, not including hundreds of gar- 
dens and wayside cases in such counties as 
Irwin, Berrien, Worth and Mitchell. These 
cases are distributed over thirty counties, 
principally in the southern part of the state, 
only five counties north of Macon having been 
found infested. 
So far as can be determined this insect has 
been in Georgia abouteten years, having. been 
brought from California about 1889, and sub- 


‘sequently from New Jersey and Maryland 


Two important nurseries became infested, per- 
haps.as early as 1§890, and from that time 
until 1898 sent out infested stock. These 
nurseries having been located in south Geor- 
gia, it was no wonder the scale has 
so thoroughly established in that section. For 
eight years its artificial dissemination through 
nursery stock has been going on, constantly 
establishing infested areas, and the naturdl 
spread from these centers has been slowly but 
inevitably extending its limits. When I first 
took charge of this work, I announced that 
this insect was here to stay as a permanent 
pest, forming an important factor in the art of 
fruit growing in the infested areas of the 
state, and I repeat that all hope for total erad- 
ication must be given up and our attention 
given to holding it in check, restricting it so 
far as possible to its present limits. The sys- 
tem of nursery inspection and fumigation now 
being generally adopted all over the country 
will greatly decrease the artificial dissem- 
ination of the scale, and the activity of local 
work in the aopplication of remedies in in- 
fested areas will lessen its natural spread. 


Treatment for the Scale. 


In dealing with the San Jose Scale it some- 
times becomes necessary to root up and burn 
the infested trees, but I have made it a rule 
to enforce such radical measures only under 
the following conditions: 

1. When the infested trees are dead or in 
a dying condition and beyond recovery. 

2. When the owner of the infested trees ab- 
solutely refuses or neglects to treat. 

3. When the infestation involves only a 
small number of trees situated in a locality 
otherwise free from the scale. 

4. When nursery stock is found infested. 
In condemning trees to be destroyed I have 
tried to limit the authority invested in me tg 
cases coming under the above conditions. 
The question of destroying infested trees_is a 
serious one. Justice and personal right are 
involved, but at the same time the protection 
of the community as a whole must be consid- 
ered. In no case has any large orchard been 
destroyed that was worthy of treatment. The 
30,000 trees at DeWitt, Ga., that were con- 
demned Christmas week, which act caused 
some comment in the papers, were practically 
dead already. There was some life in the 
base of the larger limbs and in the roots— 
enough to throw out water sprouts &und shoots 
which furnished ample feeding surface for the 
scale, making the orchard a hot-bed for the 
propagation and spread of the scale. The or- 
chards were valueless to the owners and 
formed a menace to the community. The 
grubbing hoe and match must be applied to 
such cases.

| most cases the scale has been quite thorough- 


ly checked. In some cases, however, partic- 
ularly when the remedies have been applied in 
a slip-shod and careless manner, the result has 
only been to prolong: the. life of the trees with- 
out materially reducing the number of in- 
sects. We have experimented with various 
remedies with the result that kerosene in me- 
chanical mixture with water, at the rate of 
20 per cent kerosene, has given the best 
results for general orchard work. At least 
two yearly applications are necessary, and if 
the trees are badly infested a third applica- 
tion should be made. 

The first application should be made as soon 
as the trees have ripenéd up and shed their 
foliage in the fall, while the insects are still in 
an active condition and therefore more suc- 
ceptible to treatment than later in the winter, 
when they are dormant. The _ application 
through a very fine spray 
and the trees thoroughly moistened 
from the ground to the tips of the twigs.
